Therefore, with 
each load of corm you send tothe city, and 
eack time you go youlself, you pay your 
ebare of this tax. The taxes must eome out 
of your pockets at last; you are the sufferer.; 
everyth you get costs you doub'e-price, 
but you do not eell your grain fora cent more. 
It goes into foreign markets, wbere you have 
to sell as cheaply as the products of the pauper 
labor of Eurove,and what you bring back in 
your then empty vessel is taxed from 60 to 120 
per cent., lest it should come im confl‘ct w.th 
some Yankee manufacturer. The arguments 
of Mr. Harlan are utterly fallacious.
